The Esm- 
erald No. 3 well near Indian Creek 
Postoffice and about 800 feet 
south of the Company's No. 2, 
found the Jones sand at about 400 
feet and nine feet in the sand 
looked so promising that it was 
not drilled deeper. It was put to 
pumping and averaged 50 
barrels for some days, with deep- 
drilling and a shot, it is altogather 
likely that the well would do 
much better, but since it will pay 
out in about twenty days, the 
owners feel well satisfied with 
the results, as well the might.

To The Citizens of Knox Co: 

Four years ago I became a can- 
didate for Jailer; but at the re- 
quest of the present jailer and 
other friends, I ran for Sheriff 
instead. You remember how I 
was maligned and misrepresent- 
ed, which caused many people 
1o vote against me. 

But now after you have tried 
me for four years, and know me, 
and know that I have tried to 
treat everybody right, and even 
better than I was able in many 
instances. I am certainly pleas- 
ed with the expressions of en- 
couragemnt and support you 
have given me in this race.

Journal" I am recorded as voting 
for that bill. 

House bill 97, "An Act to car- 
ry into effect Section 197 of the 
State Constitution." 

That was a bill to forbid Rail- 
road companies from issuing free 
passes to anybody, or to sell 
transportation over their lines to 
anybody for less than they 
charged the common laboring 
people. 

It forbade the Railroad to issue 
a free pass to any member of 
the Legislature, any State, Dis- 
trict, County, City or Town 
officer and provided that if any 
such officer should accept such 
a free pass he should be depriv- 
ed of his office and fined from 
$200 to $500. 

• 

Its purpose, of course, was to 
prevent the Railroads from buy- 
I ing up the servants of the people 
with free passes. 

On page 466 of the "House 
Journal" lam recorded as vot- 
ing for that bill. 

House bill No. 64, ' 'An act re- 
lating to amendment cf section 
149 of the Constitution relating 
to suffrage and elections." 

That bill was a bill to disfran- 
chise "all persons who have not 
paid in full all taxes assessed 
against and due by them for 
State, county, municipal, dis- 
trict and school purposes on or 
before January 1, in the year in 
which they offer to vote." 

This was one of the most in- 
famous bills ever introduced in 
any Legislature. I fought it 
with all my power. 

On page 501 of the "House 
Journal" I am recorded as vot- 
ing against that infamy. 

House bill No. 67, "An Act re- 
lating to 'Assault with latent to 
rob.'" 

That bill proposed to impose a 
penalty of from 5 to 21 years in 
the penitentiary on any one who 
robs or attempts to rob another 
of money, goods or chattels by 
force. 

On page 571 of the "House 
Journal" I am recorded as vot- 
ing for that bill. 

House bill No. 215, "An Act 
to divide the State of Kentucky 
into 28 Senatorial Districts." 

That bill proposed to gerry- 
mander the State so as to make 
one man in the Blue Grass equal 
to five men in the Mountains. 

It finally became a law, and 
puts the counties of Laurel, Pu- 
laski, Whitley, Knox, Bell, Jack- 
son and Rockchstle in one Sen- 
atorial District and the counties 
of Breckinridge, Hancock and 
Meade, with less than one-fifth 
as much population, on another. 

On page 635 of the "House 
Journal" I am recorded as vot- 
ing against that infamous bill. 

House bill No. 325, "An Act 
to further regulate the liability 
of Railroad and other corpora- 
tions, associations, partnerships, 
tu rns or persons doing business 
in this State to, their employes 
while in the performance of their 
duties." 

This bill proposed to do away 
with the famous "Fellow Ser- 
vant" law in Kentucky and make

Certainly no bill could have 
been of more importance to the 
laboring people of this State 
than that. 

On page 689 of the "House 
Journal" I am recorded as vot- 
ing for that bill. 

Senate bill No. 156, "An Act 
authorizing the Coart of Appeals 
to appoint i Commissioner of the 
Court of Appeals." 

This was a proposition to create 
another office and to further tax 
our already overtaxed people. 

On page 902 of the "House 
Journal" I am recorded as vot- 
ing against that bill. 

House bill No. 216, "An Act 
to divide the State of Kentucky 
into one hundred Representative 
districts . " 

That bill was another of the 
infamous gerrymanders of the 
State whereby such counties as 
Knox and Whitley, here in the 
mountains, with a population of 
something like 65,000, are joined 
together to send a member to' 
the Legislature, while little coun- 
ties like McLean, Grayson, Breck- 1 
inridge, Hancock. Meade, or La- 
rue, in the Western part of the 
State, with 10,000 or 12,000 pop- 
ulation, each sends a member. 

On page 1151 of the "House 
Journal" 1 am recorded as voting 
against that infamous measure.
